Mr.  Lougheed  brings  to  bear  on 
I  the  administration  of  his  depart- 
ment a  practical  mind  He  has  had 
experience  in  road  construction  In 
hla  own  line  of  business,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  this  he  brings  pronounced 
views  slong  the  line  of  developing 
the  province  by  means  of  good 
roads.  The  bringing  of  the  Gov- 
ernment more  closely  than  In  the 
past  into  the  plans  of  road  con- 
struction throughout  the  province 
should  have  a  decided  benefit  upon 
the  road  system  of  British  Columbia 

Improvements  Wanted 

In -the  case  of  Saanich  there  is' 
much  to  be  done  in  the  improving 
of  the  main  roads  which  run 
through  that  municipality  leading 
to  the  ferries,  and  to  the  many 
points  of  interest  which  lie  about 
the  capital  city  of  the  province. 
These  Improvements  are  more 
likely  to  be  carried  out  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  than 
would  be  the  case  if  the  munlclpl- 
ity  were  charged  wltl\  the  task 
With  many  other  undertakings  fall- 
ing upon  the  municipality  the  rpllef 
from  the  heavy  task  which  attached 
in  the  upkeep  of  the  roads  referred 
to  In  the  settlement  plan  will  be 
materially  felt. 

The  conclusions  reached  In  the 
matter  have  been  arrived  at  only 
after  the  most  careful  conslderaUon 
on  the  part  of  the  Premier  and  his 
colleagues. 

The  highways  leading  to  the 
capital  of  the  province,  especially  In 
view  of  the  attractions  which  exist 
here,  warrant  keeping  them  in  a 
creditable  condition.  This  will  be 
more  fully  insured  in  view  of  the 
policy  which  has  now  been  enun- 
ciated. 

The  proposition.  It  is  expected,

The 
matter  was  then  pushed  vigorously 
forward  and  a  petition,  largely 
signed,  was  presented  to  the  Oov- 
ernment 

"The  present  Oovernment.  with  a' 
desire  to  do  anything  that  might 
help  the  situation  and  provide  a 
way  out  of  the  difficulty,  appointed 
His  Honor  Judge  Lampman  as  com- 
missioner to  Investigate  the  same. 
The  commission  sat  for  some  thir- 
teen days,  hearing  evidence  of  the 
petitioners,  their  counsel  and  wit- 
nesses Little  or  nothing  was  done 
to  refute  any  statements  made,  aa 
no  counsel  was  instructed  to  oppose

"This    secession    movement  has 
naturally  caused  the  Saanich  Coun- 
cil and  myself  a  great  deal  of  worry 
and  anxiety,  and  I  have  given  a 
good  deal  of  time  and  thought  to 
try  and  find  a  way  out.  knowing 
full  well  that  whatever  plan  the 
Oovernment  or  myself  put  forward 
would  be  an  Impossibility  to  please 
all.    Towards  the  middle  of  August 
I  thought  it  was  about  time  some- 
thing definite,  one  wav  or  another 
was  done  and  a  decision  Riven 

The  Saanich  Council  had  before 
them  many  matters  that  wanted  at- 
tention and  some  of  them  urgent 
matters  for  Instance,  the  high 
school,  and  for  which  we  were  told 
on  the**  occasions:  We  can't  dot 
anythlnt  until  the  Oovernment  de- 1 


"The  Minister  of  Public  Works 
was  most  painstaking  In  summing 
up  the  situation  from  the  stand- 
point of  hla  department,  as  he  con- 
cluded that  he  was  creating  a  pre- 
cedent that  might  be  far  reaching 
In  Its  effect,  but.  as  it  was  pointed 
out.  and  he  agreed  with  me.  99  per 
cent  of  the  traffic  on  most  of  the 
roads  within  the  municipality  was 
really  outside  traffic. 

"After  a  thorough  Investiga- 
tion, it  was  discovered  that 
fronting  upon  the  roada  he  had 
been  asked  to  take  over  aa  ar- 
terial highways,  there  were 
only  235  ears  owned  by  resi- 
de nu  of  the  municipality,  and  a 
large  number  of  these  were  on 
Quadra  Street,  south  of  Mi  Ken - 
lie  Avenue.  leaving  about 
eighty-five  cars  that  could 
rightly  be  claimed  as  municipal 
users  of  the  Bast  and  West 
Saanich  Roads.  Keating  Cross- 
road. Benvenuto  Avenue,  Ver 
dler  Avenue  and  Douglas  Street 
(Lake  Road). 

"This  he  looked  upon  as  a  re- 
markable atate  of  affairs,  aa  these 
roads  are  literally  clogged  with  traf- 
fic. It  was  also  pointed  out  to  him 
that  practically  none  of  the  Saanich 
cars  were  commercial  vehicles.  It 
waa  for  these  reasons  the  minister 
thought  he  was  Justified  in  recom- 
mending to  the  executive  the  tak- 
ing over  of  these  roads  with  a  view 
of  relieving  rural  Saanich  of  the 
heavy  burden  of  taxation.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  I  will  one  day 
have  the  opportunity  of  telling  how 
much  I  appreciate  Mr.  Lougheed's 
kindness,  and  to  the  Inspector  of 
municipalities  my  sincere  thanks  are 
due  for  the  amount  of  time  and  the 
pains  he  has  taken  in  this  matter, 
he  had  every  phase  of  the  question 
In  hand,  and  when  it  was  demon- 
strated to  him  that  I  waa  in  favor 
6f  an  unusual  line  or  procedure  tn 
dealing  with  the  situation,  he  Im- 
mediately got  In  touch  with  the 
Premier,  who  waived  all  technical- 
ities and  Joined  with  us  in  solving 
the  problem.  It  Is  true  that  he 
felt  that  the  Oovernment  was  giv- 
ing up  a  lot  to  Saanich.  but  when 
I  pointed  out  to  him  that  we  as  a 
Council  expected  to  keep  in  line 
with  the  progress  that  is  taking 
place  In  all  parts  of  the  province,  at 
least  $1,000,000  for  public  works  of  a 
very  Important  and  public  character 
hag  to  be  undertaken;  It  was  point- 
ed out  that  apparently  little  thought 
had  been  given  as  to  the  position 
In  which  parts  of  Saanich  might 
find  Itself  when  they  required  wster. 
If  secession  wss  granted.  In  this 
connection  It  is  well  to  note  that 
over  $50,000  of  profits  from  the 
waterworks  have  been  spent  In  ex- 
tensions to  the  wster  system  in 
outlying  areas 

"R  was  further  pointed  out  that 
many  other  questions,  such  as 
drainage,  sewerage  and  school  prob- 
lems would  be  very  difficult  of  so- 
lution If  the  district  waa  divided

At  the  conclusion  of  the  special 
meeting  called  last  night  at  the 
Municipal  Hall  at  which  the  report 
of  Reeve  Crouch  regarding  his 
negotiations  with  the  Government 
was  read.  Councillor  Paterson 
moved  that  the  report  be  laid  on  the 
table,  to  come  up  for  discussion  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  on  Wednesday 
st  8  o'clock,  when  the  situation  re- 
garding the  high  school  could  also 
be  discussed.  This  motion  was 
carried. 

Before  the  report  waa  read.  Reeve 
Crouch  explained  that  the  special 
meeting  was  entirely  an  informal 
one.  with  no  desire  that  the  court* 
cil  should  come  to  sny  conclusions 
The  Government,  he  said,  had  ar- 
rived at  a  decision  and  he  wanted 
the  councillors  to  read  the  report 
before  It  appeared  in  the  newapap- 
ers. 

Councillors  Watson  and  Hagan 
queried  the  calling  of  a  meeUng  at 
such  short  notice,  believing  that  the 
Municipal  Act  required  twenty-four 
hours'  notice  be  given.  In  reply  to 
this  criticism  Reeve  Crouch  ex- 
plained that  he  had  expected  this 
matter  was  coming  up  but  he  could 
not  call  a  meeting  together  until 
he  had  received  notice  of  what  the 
Oovernment  was  going  to  do.  and 
this  had  only  happened  after  5 
o  clock. 

It  was  absolutely  necessary,  he 
said,  to  get  down  to  the  subject  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  as  the 
matter  had  been  holding  up  many 
important  things.  The  report  he 
would  read  to  them  waa  one  he  had 
made  out  after  working  in  the  ques- 
tion for  five  or  abt  weeks.  The 
reeve  then  read  his  report,  as  well 
as  the  letter  from  Premier  Tolmle 
stating  what  the  Government  pro- 
posed to  do. 

After  he  had  done  this  Reeve 
Crouch  suggested  that  if  the  coun- 
cillors wanted  to  think  the  matter 
over  and  study  the  documents  the 
report  could  lay  on  the  table  and  be 
left  over  Ull  a  meeting  some  time 
next  week. 

"Whatever  we  do  we  cannot  alter 
the  decision  or  the  Oovernment?" 
queried  Councillor  Btubbs.  "No," 
agreed  the  reeve-  In  that  case 
Councillor  Stubbs  said,  he  did  not 
see  whst  the  council  could  do  In 
the  matter. 

Reeve  Crouch  ssld  they  could  not 
proceed  with  the  high  school  un- 
til they  knew  whst  the  Oovernment 
was  going  to  do.  He  had  strongly 
Impressed  this  fact  on  the  Oovern- 
ment. | 

Councillor  Watson  considered  thst 
the  matter  was  between  the  seces-

Councillor  Eden  asked  why  did 
not  Councillor  Watson,  who  had 
served  many  years  as  a  councillor 
and  four  as  reeve,  find  some  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  during  his  term 
of  office. 

Council- 
lor Watson  rejoined,  that  a  man 
told  him  that  the  matter  waa  im- 
possible of  solution,  and  was  an  ut- 
ter impossibility.

Referring  to  the  remark  of  Coun- 
cillor Eden  he  said  that  one  good 
reason  he  did  nothing  when  he  was 
In  office  In  1920  was  that  there  waa 
no  good  reason  for  doing  Anything.

Here  Councillor  Stubbs  reminded 
them  that  the  reeve  had  been  point- 
ing out  that  they  were  not  broad- 
minded  enough,  only  looking  at 
things  from  one  view  point.

It  was  noted  by 
Reeve  Crouch  that  Councillor  Old- 
field  had  made  no  contribution  to 
the  discussion,  and  he  said  he  would 
like  to  hear  his  views. 

He   was   perfectly   willing  to 
admit,  said  Councillor  Oldfield.

A  SOU  HON  I  OK  SAANlfll 


The  difficulties  of  those  rural  wards  In  Saan- 
Ich  which  have  been  petitioning  for  secession,  on 
the  ground  that  they  can  receive  no  adequate 
relief  from  taxation  while  a  part  of  an  incorpo- 
rated district,  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  Secession  is  not  being 
granted  because  there  is  a  strong  official  opinion 
that  It  would  be  far  from  a  sound  policy  to  per- 
mit such  a  precedent  to  be  created  for  the  dis- 
memberment of  municipalities,  particularly  in 
the  case  of  one  situated  so  adjacent  to  a  large 
centre  of  population.  The  Government  has  real- 
ized that  the  petitioners  from  the  rural  areas  of 
Baanlch  Municipality  are  confronted  with  em- 
barrassing difficulties  and  has  arrived  at  a  de- 
cision which,  when  fully  digested,  should  meet 
with  widespread  approval  both  In  the  disaffected 
area  and  In  the  urban  part  of  the  municipality 

In  effect,  the  Provincial  Government  has  de- 
cided to  relieve  Baanlch  of  the  maintenance  and 
control  of  a  certain  proportion  of  Its  roads,  a 
proportion  which  will  hereafter  be  classified  as 
arterial  highways.  At  present  the  roads  In 
question  are  not  In  good  condition,  and  traffic 
on  tbem  Is  Increasing  all  the  time.  The  prop- 
erty owners  of  Saanlch.  if  they  had  to  keep  pace 
with  traffic  requirements,  would  have  to  spend 
considerable  sums  on  improvements,  and.  Indeed, 
Increased  taxation  would  be  Inevitable  before 
long.  In  the  matter  of  provincial  control  being 
assumed  over  these  roads  It  must  be  remembered 
that  if  secession  had  been  granted  to  the  Saan- 
lch rural  area  the  Government  would  then  take 
overN  automatically  the  greater  part  of  that  road 
work,  the  burden  of  which  It  Is  now  assuming 
voluntarily. 

The  8aanlch  roads  are  used  in  the  main  by 
traffic  which  does  not  originate  in  that  munici- 
pality. Fronting  on  the  roads  to  be  taken  over 
as  arterial  highways,  or  immediately  adjacent 
to  them,  there  arc  only  235  owners  of  motor  cars 
Of  these  80  per  cent  are  owned  by  dwellers  living 
south  of  McKenele  Avenue,  which  means  that 
In  what  Is  strictly  speaking  the  rural  section 
there  are  few  more  than  forty  motor  car  owners. 
The  traffic  over  the  8aanlch  roads  to  come  under 
provincial  control  is  09  per  cent  of  origin  other 
than  from  within  Saanlch  Municipality.  A  very 
large  percentage  of  it  Is  what  Is  known  as  tourist 
traffic  Up  to  the  present  the  Saanlch  residents 
haVe  been  taxed  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  roads  which  they  are  themselves  only 
using  to  an  infinitesimal  degree.  Hereafter  the 
Government  Is  to  assume  a  large  share  of  the 
burden,  which  means  giving  very  substantial 
taxation  relief  to  Saanlch  residents. 

There  Is  another  aspect  of  the  Saanlch  set- 
tlement of  particular  Interest  to  the  rural  wards. 
This  year  the  debentures  Issued  to  provide  for 
the  cost  of  the  East  and  West  Saanlch  Roads  are 
maturing.  To  meet  Interest  and  sinking  funds 
on  these  the  Saanlch  property  owners  arc  taxed 
tb  the  tune  of  $30,000  pet  annum.  Reeve 
Orouch.  who  has  been  actively  engaged  In  the 
effort  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  rural  wards,  believes  that  a  large  portion 
of  the  $30,000  tax  levy  in  question  should  be  set 
aside  for  I  he  purpose  of  reducing  taxation  In  the 
rural  area.  In  other  words,  the  property  owners 
la  the  disaffected  wards  would  be  propor- 
tionately relieved,  and  this,  together  with  the 
re4lef  they  will  secure  because  of  exemption  from 
taxation  for  arterial  road  purposes,  will  place 
the  farmers  In  a  position  to  become*  far  more 
substantial  assets  In  the  development  of  the  mu- 
nicipality than  they  have  ever  been  able  to  be 
In  the  past  because  of  the  handicaps  to  which 
they  have  been  subjected.  Yet  another  Instal- 
ment In  the  programme  of  relief  la  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  Government  to  the  Legislature 
at  Its  next  session  that  the  assessed  value  of 
lands,  used  for  strictly  firming  purposes  In  Saan- 
lch. shall  be  limited  to  the  value  which  theso 
lands  can  appropriately  carry  for  farming  ven- 
tures. This  Is  to  be  regardless  of  the  possibility 
of  any  farmer  ultimately  making  a  profit  out 
of  his  land  by  converting  It  to  uses  other  than 
farming 

In  the  rural  area  of  the  Saanlch  Municipality 
the  progress  of  farmers  has  been  slow  and  many 
have  experienced  difficulty  In  making  a  liveli- 
hood. The  handicap  has  been  unduly  heavy 
taxation.  In  short,  the  farmers  have  been 
obliged  to  pay  taxes  out  of  proportion  to  tht 
services  which  they  ask  from  the  municipality. 
They  have  been  taxed  for  roads  which  have  been 
chiefly  used  by  others  than  themselves.  They 
have  had  to  pay  their  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
municipal  services  in  the  urban  portion  of  the 
municipality,  services  from  which,  in  many  case* 
they  derive  no  benefit  The  Government,  assisted 
by  valuable  advice  from  Reeve  Crouch,  has 
reached  a  solution  that  Is  based  on  a  full  realiza- 
tion of  the  substantia]  grievance  outlined  by  the 
petitioners  for  secession.  When  the  dwellers  In 
the  rural  wards  become  thoroughly  seized  of 
what  Is  proposed  they  will  appreciate  how  defi- 
nite are  the  reductions  In  taxation  which  they 
are  to  experience  The  Saanlch  Municipality  as 
a  whole  is  to  be  relieved  of  a  very  considerable 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  con- 
trol of  Its  roads,  and  to  this  extent  the  taxation 
relief  applies  all  round  In  the  municipality 
Moreover,  under  Government  control  and  main- 
tenance the  arterial  roads  of  Baanlch  wlU  be 
Improved  all  the  time,  so  that  the  development 
of  the  district  will  be  given  a  fillip. 

In  the  solution  reached  both  Dr.  8.  F.  Tolmle. 
the  Premier,  and  Mr.  N  8  Lougheed,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Public  Works,  have  played  conspicuous 
parts  Dr  Tolmle  was  particularly  Interested  in 
reaching  a  settlement  In  view  of  Uie  fact  that 
his  own  constituency  is  concerned.  Mr.  Lough - 
eed's  interest  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  roads  of 
the  district  are  Involved.  Both  ministers  brought 
business  acumen  to  bear  on  the  subject.  They 
realised  that  the  Saanlch  trouble,  particularly 
that  dealing  with  road  traffic,  was  unusual  and

AUKS  TO  SI  (HIT 

The  celebrat  lOO  Ehil  month  of  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  a 
charter  to  the  Worshipful  Company  of  8pecUcle 
Makers  of  London  has  given  rise  to  discussion  of 
aids  to  sight  far  older  than  Is  generally  supposed. 
Roger  Bacon  has  been  given  credit  for  the  dis- 
covery of  spectacles,  while  In  a  church  In  Flor- 
ence there  Is  an  Inscription  on  a  tomb  which 
states  that  the  body  burled  there  Is  that  of  the 
inventor  of  spectacles.  The  date  given  Is  1317 
Then,  an  article  In  The  London  Times  refers  to 
the  recovery  of  a  pair  of  lens  from  a  sarcophagus 
In  Carthage,  and  recalls  how  Archimedes  fo- 
cussed  by  artificial  means  the  raya  of  the  sun 
on  his  enemies  during  the  defence  of  Syracuse. 
One  authority,  Van  Curt  Muller,  is  quoted  as  de- 
claring that  magnifying  glasses  were  known  to 
Tyre  and  81don  1.800  years  before  Christ.  In 
those  ancient  days  however,  the  gem  or  glass 
used  for  magnifying,  such  for  Instance  as  the 
|en  Nero  Is  reputed  to  have  gazed  through  In 
witnessing  the  atrocities  he  ordered,  was  not 
fashioned  to  hold  against  the  eye  for  reading 
or  other  purposes*  8ometlmes  It  was  a  globe, 
sometimes  a  glass  filled  with  water.  Spectacles, 
as  they  are  now  known,  began  to  be  used  and 
developed  with  the  development  of  printing  In 
the  fifteenth  century.  Within  a  hundred  years 
there  were  spectacle  guilds  in  France,  Oermany 
and  Italy. 

Spectacles  antedated  the  microscope,  and  the 
telescope  as  well  Jansen  Invented  the  micro- 
scope In  the  sixteenth  century,  and  his  name  and 
Roger  Bacon's  occur  In  connection  with  the  first 
telescope.  It  was  Newton  who  first  used  a  re- 
flecting telescope,  while  Oallleo  was  responsible 
for  considerable  Improvement  In  the  Instrument 
Eyeglasses,  or  whatever  else  they  were  called  at 
the  time,  seem  to  have  been  the  prelude  to  both 
the  microscope  and  the  telescope  The  London 
Times  says  that  the  reputed  oldest  picture  In 
which  eyeglasses  are  seen  Is  the  portrait  of  Card- 
inal Ugone  In  a  fresco  by  Thomas  de  Modena  In 
the  Church  of  8t.  Nicholas  at  Trevlso.  which 
was  painted  In  1352.

ROME.  Sept  27.— Cesare  Rossi, 
antl -Fascist  leader,  who  was  charged 
with  conspiracy  to  overthrow  the 
regime  and  to  foment  attempts  on 
the  hfe  of  Premier  Mussolini,  was 
sentenced  to  thirty  years'  imprison- 
ment by  a  special  tribunal  today. 

Rossi,  who  was  one  of  those  ac- 
quitted of  complicity  In  the  Mat- 
teottl  affair  in  1»25.  subsequently 
fled  to  France  He  ventured  across 
the  Italo-8wlsa  frontier  Into  Italy 
a  year  ago  and  was  immediately 
arrested.

Announcement  was  made 
last  night  that  the  organ  could  not 
be  completed  in  time  for  todays 
services,  and  that  only  a  small  part 
would  be  available  for  the  organist, 
who  will  only  this  morning  be  able 
to  give  the  Instrument  Its  first  trial 
pracUce. 

Yet  a  glorious  experience  awaits 
those  who  enter  the  Cathedral  today 
for  the  first  time,  or  even  since  the 
mass  of  Interior  scaffolding  was  re- 
moved a  few  months  ago.  To  follow 
the  line*  of  the  pillars,  the  curves  of 
the  soaring  arches,  and  raise  one's 
head  heavenward  to  gase  aloft  at 
the  vaulted  celling;  or  to  study  the 
figures  and  color  effects  In  the 
stained  glass  windows,  on  one  side 
the  work  of  a  distinguished  Scottish 
artist,  on  another  by  a  young  Eng- 
lish artist,  and  In  the  baptistery  and 
west  front  by  sUll  another  London 
craftsman;  or  to  meditate  upon  the 
symbolism  of  rich  tapestries  and 
sacred  signs  and  ornaments  at  the 
east  end  of  the  sanctuary— these  are 
but  a  part  of  the  gift  to  Victoria  of 
the  architect,  builders  snd  con- 
tributor! to  the  building  and  fur- 
nishing funds.

Then  Huggins  began  figuring  re- 
verse psychology  He  had  carefully 
worked  out  McGraw's  system,  and 
In  checking  up  with  the  batters  he 
knew  the  Olant  pitchers  had  used 
virtually  nothing  but  curve  balls  in 
the  two  previous  series. 

Huggins  was  always  a  great  ad- 
mirer of  McGraw  as  a  field  general, 
and  McGraw  considered  him  one  of 
the  keenest  minds  in  baseball,  even 
when  Huggins  was  a  player.  They 
had  many  battles  of  wits  while  play- 
ing In  the  National  League,  and 
knew  each  Other's  mental  trend 
pretty  well 

In  trying  to  outthlnk  men  like 
McOraw  and  Connie  Mack.  Hug- 
gins often  observed,  "you've  simply 
got  to  figure  on  what  the  smartest 
man  In  baseball  would  do  under 
given  circumstances  and  act  accord- 
ingly. You  may  rest  assured  that 
ihey  will  be  sixlng  you  up  just  as 
keenly." 

Huggins  enjoyed  these  mental 
moves  and  counter  moves,  much  as 
a  chess  player  gets  a  kick  out  of 
trying  to  probe  the  brain  of  his  op- 
ponent He  was  convinced  nrmly 
that  In  the  long  run  Intelligent 
leadership  would  tell,  provided  the 
playing  material  was  of  equal  class 

"You  can  pull  most  anything  on  a 
green  or  slow-thlnklng  lellow."  he 
used  to  say.  "but  you've  got  to 
watch  your  step  against  a  wise  old 
bird  Intelligent  leadership  la  the 
deciding  factor  over  a  long  pull

Huggins  always  said  the  toughest 
pitcher  he  ever  had  to  face  was 
Howard  CamnlU:  the  easiest.  Joe

"That's  funny,  too. '  Huggins  used 
to  say.  "because  I  always  regarded 
McOlnnlty  as  one  of  the  greatest 
pitchers  in  the  world  Somehow, 
though.  I  always  felt  I  could  hit 
him.  and  that's  probably  why  I  did 
Now  CamnlU!  was  not  such  a  great 
pitcher  as  McOlnnity,  and  yet  I 
couldn't  hit  him  to  save  my  life." 

Huggins  also  had  good  hitting  luck 
against  Mathewson,  but  he  said 
that  he  felt  so  easy  and  free  at  the 
bat,  knowing  Matty  would  never  hit 
him 

Always  Huggins  took  keen  inter- 
est In  discussing  what  the  players 
call  the  "cousins"  of  baseball.  Near- 
ly every  batter  has  some  particular 
pitcher  he  can  hit  with  ease,  even 
though  that  pitcher  may  be  a  wizard 
against  all  others  They  call  these 
pitchers  their  "cousins  " 

"It's  all  psychology."  Huggins 
maintained  "A  batter  picks  himself 
out  a  'cousin'  in  some  game,  and 
becomes  so  strongly  confirmed  in  the 
relationship— in  his  mind— that  he 
keeps  right  on  hitting  him  The 
thought  affects  both  batter  and 
pitcher."
